Act V of 1880), the Government of Bengal (Ministry of Local Self- 
Government) are pleased to make the following rules for the guidance of 
Sine ripe of Vaccination in matters connected with the working of 
the Act

Rules for Regulating the Duties of Superintendents of Vaccination. 


1. Definitions. —In these rules, uuless there is something repugnant in 
the subject or context,— 
(a) “The Act” m means the Bengal Vaccination Act, 1880 (Bengal Act V 
of 1880). 


(b) “Superintendent of Vaccination” means an officer appointed by 
the local Government under section 25 of the Act, and includes 
any person appointed by a competent authority to perform the 
functions of a Superintendent of Vaccination under the provi- 
sions of any law for the time being in force. 


(c) “ Local authority ” means any Municipal Committee, District Board; 
Local Board, Union Committee, Union Board or other authority 
for the time being exercising powers under the Act within its 
jurisdiction, 


2. Every Superintendent of Vaccination shall execute and enforce the - 
regulations, rules and orders, relating to small-pox and vaccination, which — 
may be enacted, made or issued by competent authority. 

3: Every Superintendent of Vaccination shall keep himself. informed, as 
far as practicable, of the presence within his jurisdiction of unprot tected 
persons and children, ot shall take steps for their protection, For this — 
purpose, he shall visit the several areas or localities want un ssc ees | 
| usoceasion: — require, eis se 
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4. Every Superintendent of Vaccination shall inquire into and ascertain 
the origin, incide nce and distribution @f small-pox within his jurisdiction. 


5. Every Superintendent of Vaccination shall advise the local authority 


, on all matters relating to small-pox and vaccination, He shall use every 


reasonable endeavour to promote vaccination by every legitimate measure, 


such as by explaining to the inhabitants within his jurisdiction the nature, 
object and benefits of vaccination. 


6. Every Superintendent of Vaccination shall from time to time inguire 
and report to the local authority upon the accommodation available in 
hospitals and dispensaries within his jurisdiction for the isolation and 
treatment of cases of small-pox. ' , ; 


7. On receiving information of an outbreak of small-pox within his 
jurisdiction, every Superintendent of Vaccination shall visit without delay 
the locality where the outbreak has occurred, and after ascertaining the 
history of its origin, distribution, duration, severity and subsidence, he shall 
take such measures for the prevention of the spread of the disease as he is 
legally authorized to take under the Act or these rules. He shall also forth- 
with report the particulars of every such outbreak direct to the Deputy 
Sanitary Commissioner.” 


8. Every Superintendent of Vaccination shall ensure that vaccination is 
carried out thoroughly and efficiently within his jurisdiction by the subor- 
dinate public health staff of the local authority. 


9. In the course of his inspections of vaccination work, every Su'perin- 
tendent of Vaccination shall carefully ascertain, with due reference to the 
proportion of population to the number already protected by vaccination,. 
the number and quality of the vaccinations performed by public vaccinators* 
and the merit of the work performed by the subordinate inspecting staff, 


10. Every Superintendent of Vaccination shall carefully ascertain and 
report to the local authority from time to time the proportion of children 
protected and those not protected by vaccination, and shall also take steps to 
have the unprotected children vaccinated as soon as possible. 


11. As soon as practicable after the 3lst day of March in each year 
every Superintendent of Vaccination shall,ina form prescribed. by competent 
authority, make an annual report under section 82 of the Act to the local 
authority up to the end of March, and shall also make a report on the small- 
pox cases within his jurisdiction. 


12. Every Superintendent of Vaccination shall furnish the Deputy 
Sanitary Commissioner with the several prescribed periodical reports and , 
statistical returns and shall also transmit to him copies of his annual report 


and of any special report.

is pleased to prescribe the following rules to govern the remission of duty 
on “educed salt issued from a saltpetre refinery in Bengal for use in any 
process of manufacture by the licensee of the retinery :— : 


Rules. 


_. 1, When the licensee of a saltpetre refinery wishes to have the educed 
‘salt in his refinery issued duty-free for use in any process of manufacture, | 
he shall make an application through the Commissioner of Excise and Salt, 
Bengal, to the Government of Bengal, stating the process of manufacture in 
which he intends to use the educed salt. If he wishes the concession to.. 
apply to more than one factory or works, a separate application will 
be required for each such factory or works. 

2. If the application is sanctioned, the manufacturer shall forthwith 
execute and lodge with the Assistant Commissioner of Salt Revenue of the 
‘district in which the refinery is situated a memorandum in the form 
appended to these rules. 

3. (1) The manafacturer shall, on each occasion on which he wishes to 
. have the educed salt issned duty-free, submit an application to the Assistant 
Commissioner containing the following particulars :— 


(i) the date of the last supply ; 
(it) the quantity of educed salt in hand after the last supply was 
. received ; ; 
(tit) the quantity of educed salt used in the manufacture after the last 
supply ; 
(iv) the class, quantity and such other details as may be required of the 
products manufactured ; ” 
(v) the balance of educed salt in hand at the time of the application ; 
and | 
, (vi) the quantity of educed salt required at such time. 


(?) The application shall also contain a declaration that the quan- 
tity of educed salt used since the last issue has been used bond fide 
in the process of manufacture, and has not béen used for any other 
purpose. ) 

4. After due verification of the statements therein, the Assistant 
Commissioner shall forward the, application to. the,officer-in-charge of the 
refinery, with orders for the issue of the educed salt free of duty ; and on 
receipt of such orders the officer-in-charge shall issue the educed salt in the 
same manner asin the case of the educed salt on which duty has been 
paid. 
5. ‘lhe manufacturer shall maintain a register in the form appended 
to’these rules. This register shall be written up daily and signed by the 
manufacturer or his manager at the end of each day’s transactions. © 

6. All spent lye or other useless refuse containing salt shall be effect- 
ually destroyed by the manufacturer on or near the factory or works in 
such manner as the Assistant Commissioner may direct. 

_7. The factory or works may be entered upon and examined at any 
time by the Assistant Commissioner, or any officer authorised by him in 
this behalf; due facilities for such entry and examination and for the 
inspection of the manafacturer’s register of educed salt, as well as for 
checking the stock of the educed salt received, expended and in hand, shall 
be afforded by the manufacturer and all other persons employed by

Unper section 85 (Rule 25) of the Bengal Legislative Council Rules 
and Standing Orders, the Bengal Financial Statement for 1921-22 will be 
presented to the Council on the 21st of February, 1921, by the Finance Mem- 
ber, with a statement explaining the general financial situation of the Presi- 
dency in the current and ensuing years, together with a memorandum explain- 
ing in detail the estimates of revenue and expenditure under the various 
heads. Under section 86 (Standing Order 69) of the Rules above referred 
to at this stage no discussion will be allowed and. other Members and Ministers 
will not be asked to address the Council. Under section 88 (Rule 27) of the 
‘Rules above referred to, the budget will be dealt with by the Council in two 
stages. There will be a general discussion beginning on the 28th February, 
1921, and the voting of demands for grants will begin on the 14th of ‘Aare 
1921. In the general discussion it is proposed to allow all non-official Members 
to address the. Council in the first instance and then the debate will be 
summed up by Members and Ministers, each dealing with the departments 
under his charge. The last stage, viz., voting of demands for grants, must 
be completed in 12 days as prescribed by section 90 (Rule 29) of the Rules. 
Notice of motions to refuse or reduce grants must under the rules be given 
before 3 p.m. on the 4th March. 

2. His Excellency the Governor has now directed that the voting of 
demands for grants shall be taken in the following order and according to 
the heads detailed below.
